The muz- 
ale velocity of all their big naval 
guns, whether 13 or 16 inch, is’ more 
than 500 feet per second faster than 
the quickest traveiling British pro- 
jJectile, and some 250 feet faster than 
the Germans-best, which, by the way, 
is ed from an 11-inch gun. 
The heaviest gun of Germany is a 
12-inch, but owing to a much more 
shorter bore it is vastly inferior in 
penetration. t 

It is seldom, however, that a dead 
fair hit can be managed in aétual 
warfare with these mighty guns, and 
it is guns such as the 64nch mount- 
ed on Warships or in forts, which, by 
the very frequency of their fire and 
relatively deadly penetration, do the 
real damage to structure and life in

German Navy's First Defeat 

That the German navy received its 
first defeat from a handful of pirates 
is a fact that must be known to very 
few people. Here are particulars of 
the interesting event: In the spring 
of 1856 a Prussian merchantman was 
captured by Riff pirates, and, on com- 
plaint being made to Berlin, four war- 
ships were dispatched to Morocco to
